FOR FINANCTIAL RELIEF.

Becretary Windom Confers With the
Republican Senatorial Committes,
Wasmnzoroy, Dee 15.—The republicanson-

atorial coucus eommittes today had a long
consultation with Sceretary Windom respoct-
ing the formulation of & financial relief meas-
ure, The varlons propositions contained in
the Sherman and Plumb bills were ‘aken up.
The scretary cndorsed the proposition to re-
duve the compulsory holding of United States
bonds by national bunks and commended the
proposed issueof € per cent bonds. Inre-
gard to the proposition to purchnse the exist-
ing surplus of silver butllon now in the cotn-
try, Secrotary Windom took pesitive grounds
in favor of the purchnase as ameans of en-
hancing the price of silver and relieving the
flunneinl stringoncy. Ho suggested, low-
ever, that it might be prudent to restrict by
low the amount of this surplus silver pur-
chused inono month,

Tho eancus committoe reforrnd bis sugges-
tions to 0 subrommittee—Sherman, Allison,
Aldrich, Plumb and Teller. After delibora-
tion the sub-committea reached a deecision,
which wus promptly ratiied by the full com-
mittee and will be sabmitted to the caucus
tonight in the shape of a bill to be deafted by
Shorman, The main features will bo a
provision for the porchase of #12,000,000
worth of silver surplus within one vear, not
o excoed 5,000,000 worth In any  one month
(in addition to the purohase of 4,000,000
ounces per wonth now fequired by law) ; the
Issue of 2 por cont bonds not 1o excoed $100,~
G00,000 in nmount, and the  purelmss of suM-
ciont silver bullion (in  addition to the fore-
oing vequirements) to make good the de-
ficicnoy In  the notional bank  ecireulntion
whenever that civculation falls below §180, -
000,000 (by means of the issue of treasury
notes based upon  bullion thus  purehased).
In case bullion in sufticient amount to meet
this deficlency cannot be obtuined the de-
ficiency in circulation will be made good by
the issuance of ordinury treasnry notes, In
nddition the bill contains a clanse Ym\’ iding
that when the price of silver shall for one
yvear remiain constantly st or above legal
Spar” with gold, uny holder of bullion may
deposit. it with the treasury and have it
coinad into standard silver dollars or receive
treasury notes thevofor,

While the committee neglected to take
specfication upon the subject of reducing the
amount ol the cnm?ulnary holding of Unitea
States bonds by nutional banks, all the wem-
bors nppeared to be in favor of legislation for
thitt purpose,

The report did not meet with the unani-
mous upproval of the committee or the sub-
committes in overy particular.

The republican senatorial caunecus tonight
discussod thereport of the catcus comimitiee
wgreed upon today. The 2 per cent bond pro-

oct found few friends ana was quickly

nocked out,  The 85,000,000 bullion purchase
seumed to have stréngth, but neither on that
nor the other propesitions was  final action
taken, There wus a great doeal of disoussion,
which may be summarized as indicative of
the willlpgness of a strong muajority of ve-
publican seantors to considerably enlargo the
monthly purchases of silver bullion, possibly

INMNEMNORY OF JUSTICE WILLER.

Resotutions Adopted by the Bar of
the Supreme Coart,

Wasmyaroy, Dee, 16.—The resolutions
adopred by the bar of the supreme court on
the death of Justice Samuel ¥, Miller, were
todoy presemtod to the court and briof re-
mirks made in oulogy of the docensed. In
prosenting the resolutions Attornoy General
Miller snid @ “Whoen Justioe Miller ascended
the bench a political earthguake was shuking
the foundations of the goverament, oblitoe-
atiog the old landmurks, To guide this the
wiolkest and most sensative braneh of the
government, through nll the troublous times
that followed, so that on one hand
no just t:;wr of the genciul government
should lost, and on the other
no just right of the swate or of the citieem
should be sncriflced was worthy of tho best
offorts of the greatest of jurlats, and most
worthily bas the task boen done,*'

Chilef Justice Fuller, who responded, paid
& high tribuate to the dead jurist, He said:
**While he took a share In the conslaerution
of every subject of judicial nvestigation, he
carcfully gistingulshed himself in the stave-
mwent of grave constitutional guestions, whioh
bronght into piny the patience, deliberation,
foresighl, intellectual zrasp and breadth of
view, all who have descrved the name of
stulosmug, '
